Albany, N. Y., Aug. 8.—The collapse 


of the Myers building 
today is the 


worst disaster in the city's 
history. 


One hundred people were buried in the 
ruins. 
Up to 2 o'clock this afternoon 


three dead bodies had been taken out 
badly mangled and not yet identified. 
There are 60 persons in the Albany, 
St. Peters and Homeopathic hospitals. 
Acting Chief Walsh stated after inter- 
viewing Manager Hackett of the store 
that there are between 30 and 40 per- 
sons still in the ruins. Some of these 
must be dead, but it is hoped that the 
larger portion of them are still alive. 


Albany. N. Y., Aug. 8—A part of 


the building occupied by the large de 
partment store of the John G. Myers 
Company'collapsed at 8:45 this morn- 
ing, burying beneath the ruins from 
eighty to a hundred persons. 


The number cannot be 
definitely 


ascertained, as but a part of the debris 
has ~een explored. The victims are 
mostly girls and young boys, employed 
by the house, although it is believed 
that a number of customers were in 
the part of the building at the time* 


The cause of the Collapse has 
not 


been determined but it is.believed to 
be due partly to excavations 
which 


were being made preparatory to im- 
provements to the buildings. 


Robert M. Chalmers, one of the firm 


is missing and it is believed that he 
is buried under the debris. 


Great excitement prevails 
in 
the 


city a'nd it is impossible to ascertain 
definitely how many are missing. The 
collapse came without warning. 
The 


store opens for business at 8 o'clock 
and the large force of clerks had begun 
their day's activity when the catastro- 
phe came. The side walls and roof in 
the immediate center of the building 
which is a large structure, fell three 
floors, constituting a mass of mangled 
humanity, broken timbers, bricks and 
twisted irons in the center of 
the 


, structure, all piled in the cellar. An 


alarm of fire was sent in and within 
one half hour two or three hundred 
men were engaged in digging for vic- 
tims. The building is situated on 
North Pearl street in the heart of the 
shopping district. All stores in the 
vicinity are closed and have been turn- 
ed into emergency hospitals. Fifty or 
more physicians and a half dozen am- 
bulances were quickly on the 
scene 


and everything possible was done to 
relieve the 
unfortunates.

dead body has been recovered, but i 
is feared there are many others under 
the debris in. the cellar. 
Of the in 


jtired many will die. but it is impos 
-itble to secure any particulars as to 
the number, physicians devoting them 
selves entirely to relieving the suffer 
ing.

Jersey, Quickly Consumed. 


FERRYBOATS ALSO BURNED 


Desperate Efforts of the New York, 


Jersey City and Local Departments 
Prevent the Destruction of the En- 
tire Front — Loss Nearly a Half a 
Million Dollars. 


New York, Aug. 8.— A spectacular 


fire Monday night on the 
Eelaware, 


Lackawanna 
and Western 
railroad 


docks in Hoboken destroyed the main 
depot, with its COO feet of trainsheds; 
the ferry house, a hotel near by, 
known as Dukes House; the terminal 
of the street railway, a new immigra- 
tion station, burned two ferry boats 
and for half an hour or more threat- 
ened the docks of the North German 
Lloyd and Hamburg-American lines. 
The loss is estimated~-at abotft 
000. 
No lives were lost. The Lacka- 


wanna officials announce that they 
expect to have trains running into 
temporary quarters within a short 
time. The Binghamton. one of the 
boats destroyed, was one of the fast- 
est ferry boats, in the world-. 


For over one hour huge tongues 


of flame leaped 
from the wooden 


structures on the Lackawanna docks, 
lighting the New Jersey and New 
York water 
fronts. 
Blazing 
ferry 


boats, cut from their docks floated in 
the river, wandering fireships, which 
for a time endangered the shipping. 
Assistance was quickly 
summoned 


from Jersey City and New York, the 
former city sending all available en- 
gines and the latter dispatching two 
fireboats. With this extra force the 
Hoboken firemen were able to prevent 
the fire from spreading through lower 
Hoboken, while the fireboats held the 
flames in check along the water front. 


The fiie started on an oM wooden 


ferry boat and, swept by a northerly 
breeze, communicated with the ferry 
house, spread to the main building of 
the Lackawanna and then to the 
Dukes House, a famous Hoboken hos- 
telry. The hotel was a frame struc- 
ture and was -ready prey for the 
flames. By this time the flames were 
spreading 
in all directions, utterly 


beyond' the control of the few' fire- 
fighters who had responded to the 
first alarm. Following 'he hotel the 
structure of the Public Service corpo- 
ration, the streetcar operating, com- 
pany of Hoboken, Jersey City and 
nearby places, went down before the 
flames. The big steamship piers were 
saved.

It is estimated 
that between 15,000 and 20,000 bridge 
and structural workers will quit work.

The strike of the iron workers when 


it comes will affect thousands in the 
building industry. 


The ge""-:il strike, according to

come of the trouble between the union 
and the American Bridge company 
over the subletting of a contiact to a 
Boston 
concern 
which the 
union 


claims is "unfair." 
A 3,000-ton con- 


tract for bridge work was let to the 
American Bridge company by the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
road under the impression that the 
company would employ union brhlge 
and structural iron workers. It was 
said that the company refused to con- 
sider the New Haven organization of 
bridge and structural iron workers, and 
sublet the work to the Boston con- 
cern. No satisfactory adjustment was 
made and President Buchanan of the 
International Association of Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers put the 
question of a general strike up to the 
general executive board of the union. 
The votes of the members of the 
board were sent to the Cleveland 
headquarters. It was stated by Secre- 
tary McNamara that all were in favor 
of a general strike. The strike will 
he handled from the/ Cleveland head- 
quarters.

o the program as arranged by the 
state department he gave the Russians 
precedence and visited the Mayflower 
first. This is because Russia main* 
ains an embassy in the United States, 
whereas Japan has only a legation. The 
admiral then visited the Dolphin. The 
firing of guns and ceremonious saluta- 
tions were the features of their calls, 
As soon as they were concluded prep- 
arations were made by the peace en- 
voys to go ashore. 
Seven government 


launches were placed at their disposal 
for this purpose. 
It was after 
11 


o'clock before the whole party 
was 


landed at the navy yard. From the 
landing stage to the peace conference 
building is a distance of about 400 
jards and Admiral Mead and staff led 
I he way with the Russians immediate- 
ly behind, accompanied by Third As- 
sistant Secretary of State Pierce, and 
then came the Japanese.

tive of Ohio :Mid was born at Cleveland 
in 1SUO. 
After bis g-adu.ition from 


West Point iu 18S3 lie was commis- 
sioned second lieutenant of the Twen- 
'ty-third infantry, and his first impor- 
tant detail v>as as commandant of the 
guard which protected the temporary 
tomb'of the late .Tames A. Garfield. 
He kept watch over the remains of 
the dead president- until their removal 
in 1880 to the splendid mausoleum 
whore they now repose. 


In the Philippine campaign Colonel 


Edwards made a brilliant record. He 
participated, in n. dozen battles of more 
or less importance and on account of 
gallantry in action wgs repeatedly rec- 
ommended for brevets for as high rank 
as that of brigadier general. Colonel 
Ed-nrtrds was a gre.it favorite with 
General Lawton. was with that brave 
officer1 on the firing line when lie was 
killed and escorted bis remains to the 
United States. Lnwton once said of 
E'lwarrls that "he soldiered all day in 
the face of the enemy aud conducted 
e-rceuthe duties as chief of staff in 
his tent all night, for it seemed that 
he believed a soldier should ne-\ er 
sleep with a task undone." In 1000 
Colonel Edwards became chief of what 
was then known as the division of in- 
sular affairs. In 1902 the importance 
of this branch of tlie war department 
was increased by making it a bureau.

Treasury Shaw, J. Pierpont Morgan, 
the New York financier, and Baron 
Kaneko, the Japanese agent. The 
conference with Morgan lasted an 
hour

half. 
The 
president 


himself is authority for the statement 
that it related entirely to the case of 
the Hankow railroad in China, a con- 
trolling interest in which is owned by 
J. P. Morgan & Company. Incidental- 
ly, and as relating in a measure to 
the interests held by Americans in 
China, the pending peace negotiations 
formed a topic of consideration by the 
president and Mr. Morgan. 


The president and Secretary Shaw 


discussed pretty thoroughly the situ- 
ation in New Orleans and 
measures 


adopted by the treasury 
department 


and by the marine hospital service to 
prevent the spread of yellow fever. 


Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Morgan dis- 


cussed fully the Hankow concession. 
Several months ago the same question 
was taken up by the president and his 
cabinet and considered thoroughly. 
An effort is being made to purchase 
the concession from the American- 
China Development company, which 
owns the railroad and the tributary 
concessions. The road is now in oper- 
ation between Hankow and Canton, a 
distance of only about 30 miles, but 
the company, which is absolutely con- 
trolled by American capitalists, owned 
concessions and has made surveys for 
several hundred miles, of railroad 
lines. A proposition has been made 
by the Chinese government to pur- 
chase the Hankow railroad and the 
extension concessions. It Is 'under- 
stood that the m-ice is about $7.000, 
000. 
Some of the American holders ol 


the stock are inclined to accept the 
propbsal. but the European 
holders 


•who have a minority of the stock, in 
slst, as they claim, in the interest of 
various foreign companies, that the 
road and' its concessions must not be 
sold, but that they remain in contro 
of the Americans. 
In behalf of th 


latter it is argued that a railroad in 
'the heart of China, operated by re- 
sponsible and active American busi 
ness men, would be of enormous ad 
vantage not only to the American pro 
ducers of all kinds but to those of the 
civilized world generally. 


Baron Kaneko, Japanese financia 


agent, was a caller at Sagamore Hill 
Asked as to the feeling in Japan as 
to a continuance of the war, he said: 
"Oh, I think there Is little genera 
sentiment about it. Our people are 
not seriously concerned, being certain 
of the ultimate result. Of course we 
would like to have peace, but in" Japan 
there are no people who desire peace 
at any price. They are willing tha 
the war should go on, it necessary 
and are prepared to fight it out. The 
Russians, we are told, are too poor or 
too proud to pay an indemnity, the 
indemnity Japan will ask. 
But who 


can tell what indemnity Japan will tie 
mand? Nobody but the envoys know 
what it may be. I do not, and know 
nobody who does."

On 
one of these visits I 'met a prisoner 
who made himself known to me as a 
Freamason. He was ac tall, fine-look- 
ing man, weak and emaciated from 
hard service. I told him I would try 
to obtain his release, but he said there 
was no hope tor him, as all efforts 
had failed.

"My plan was to interview every of- 


ficer of the prison with' whom I was 
acquainted, and after three weeks of 
persistent effort the release was se- 
cured and the man was sent home to 
his friends. I saw him safely on board 
the Confederate exchange steamer. I 
game him a basket of lunch and some 
money, and was richly repaid with his 
overflowing gratitude. 


"I have' lost the name and address of 


this man, but if he or any of his'friends 
read these lines I would most earnest- 
ly ask them to communicate with me. 


"I have been asked why I am so 


anxious to find comrades in the war, 
but it is difficult to give an intelligible 
answer. The associations were sacred 
to me, and if they could be resumed, 
even for a brief day, my heart would 
be glad."

fund of experience and rare knowledge 
of human nature that will doubtless 
serve him well in the search he is soon 
to undertake.

ALUMINIUM PAPER 


s Made In Germany 
and Is Useful 


For Protecting Food, Says Phila- 


delphia Record. 


Aluminium paper is now manufac- 
ured in Germany and recommended as 
a substitute for the foil. According to 
i consular report it is not the so-called 
eaf aluminium, but real paper coat- 
ed with powdered aluminium, and is 
said to possess very favorable quali- 
ies lor preserving articles of food, for 
which it is used as a covering. Chern- 
cal analysis has proved that alum- 
nium paper contains but few foreign 
substances; occasionally it may con- 
tain up to 2 per c.-nt. of iron, but 
never any arsenic Oi other poisonous 
metals. 
Hence, that it appears that 


the powdered aluminium used for the 
manufacture of aluminium paper is rel- 
atively pure. 


The paper used is a sort of artificial 


parchment, obtained through the ac- 
tion of sulphuric acid upon ordinary 
paper. The sheets are spread out and 
covered upon one side with a thin 
coating of a solution of resin in al- 
cohol or ether. 
Evaporation is pre- 


cipitated through a current of air and 
the paper is then • warmed until the 
resin has again become 
soft. Then 


powdered aluminium'is sprinkled upon 
it anl the paper subjected to strong 
oressure to fasten the powder thereon. 
The metallic covering so obtained is 
neither affected by the air nor by any 
tatty substances. Aluminium paper is 
much cheaper than tin foil and will, 
30 it is thought In Germany, become 
a strong competitor thereof

Perfected By Edison Ready For Use 


On Automobiles, Says Philadel- 


phia American. 


Thomas A. Edison, as young and en- 


thusiastic as ever, dpspite his silvery- 
gray hairs, it at the Hotel Walton, 
where he made the unqualified declar 
ation that he had solved the problem 
of providing cheap 
and serviceable 


electric traction for vehicles, says the 
Philadelphia North American. 


"By October, my light battery will 


be ready for the market, and we will 
be ready to equip automobiles of all 
descriptions," he said 
"To reach a 


definite conclusion of its possibilities 
I manufactured 14.000 cells, and equip- 
ped about 100 conveyances of all de- 
scriptions. 
In Washington, we 
at- 


tached the batteries to a number of 
express delivery wagons, with the re- 
sult that after many months the cost 
of operation has been found to be 58 
per cent of that of horses. 


"The batteries manufactured varied 


in types, so that I might obtain 
the 


happy average I wished to strike, and 
I am prepared to make the unqualified 
statement that the Edison battery will 
revolutionize the storage battery pro- 
blem. 


"Many of my experiments were fail- 


ures at first. I determined that it was 
a strange law of nature that would 
stop with but one achievement along 
one line. 


"To reach the goal for which 


aimed, and keep down the cost to a 
trifling portion of what present bat- 
teries cost to keep alive, I determined 
upon the simple combination of iron 
rust, potash and nickle rust. 
For a 


time it failed me, but now I have ac 
complished the result with these in- 
gredients, and the new light battery 
is, an accomplished fact. 


"It will weigh just one half of the 


present battery in goneral 
use, and 


will be about the samp size, although 
it stands somewhat higher in its pro 
portion than the other. 


"As to its power there can be no

in air during a fight with an enemy. 
As a matter of fact, iii recent years 
disasters in time of peace have been 
more fatal to officers and enlisted men 
in the navy than battles iu time of 
war. 
Admiral Dewey won the gre.U 


battle of Manila Bay without a single 
man in his whole fleet being killed, and 
Admiral Cervera's fleet was destroyed 
at Santiago with a loss of but one 
man on the American side. The total 
losses of the American navy during 
the whole Spanish war were but six- 
teen killed and sixty-eight wounded. 


The record of fatalities from disas- 


ters of one kind or another during the 
past decade has been much more ap- 
palling. The most distressing of these 
calamities, of course, was the destruc- 
tion of the battleship Maine in the 
harbor of Havana 011 the night of Feb. 
15, 1898. It caused the death of 2o7 
American sailors and hastened the out- 
break of the war with Spain. 
The 


board of Inquiry rendered a decision 
that the blowing up of the Maine was 
due to contact with an exterior mine. 
but whether the affair was accidental 
or intentional was never clearly shown. 


In number of casualties the Ben- 


nington disaster ranks next to that of 
the Maine. No other accident has oc- 
curred within the decade approaching 
either of these catastrophes -in loss of 
life. But there have been quite a num- 
ber resulting in a small li^t of dead 
and injured. On Feb. 3. 1902, a gun 
burst on board the Kearsnrge when 
it was in \Vest Indian waters, killing 
five men. This vessel is a namesake

further explosions. 


One of the officers killed iu this acci- 
dent was lieutenant John P. V. Grirl- 
.ley, son of Captain Charles V. Gridley, 
who commanded the Olympia in the 
battle of Manila Bay.

Thomas Cook, collector of revenue* 


in the Panama cairtl xone, recently ar- 
rhed in the United States for a visit 
of eight weeks, ilis IUISMOU is to IJU.N 
supplies and to talk over plans \\ith 
he Washington officials, lie has un- 
der his charge the posts lands, cus- 
oms, schools, internal revenues and 
he administration of properties left by 
citizens who die in the canal zone. In 
an interview with a Xe\v York Tribune 
reporter he told of the health in the 
canal zone and explained the work 
which Governor diaries E. Magoon 
and the Panama commission are now 
Beginning. He said: 


Contrary to the general conviction in 


the States, there is very little yellow 
fever iu Panama. Of course there al- 
ways have been some cases, aud other 
cases will appear from time to time for 
years. 
In the last year there were 


only 102 cases of this disease and fifty- 
three deaths in the cities of Panama, 
Colon and the entire canal zone among 
both natives and citizens of the United 
States. 


Governor Magoon has increased the 


hospital service in the canal zone so 
that accommodations can be had by 5 
per cent of the 12.' no persons who are 
expected to arrive in 1'nnamn by June 
30, 1000. This is considered by med- 
ical experts to be the maximum re- 
quirement. 
He hns added about 200 


men to the 1.000 who were dredging 
the swamps in the hope of exterminat- 
ing the germ carrying mosquitoes 
and 200 to those uho are digging the 
sewers and bnildlns the water systems. 


As part of the Poitrth of .Tuly cele- 


bration the water u:is turned on in the 
city of Panama. The waterworks are 
a present from tlie government of the 
United States. 
Twelve lines of hose 


were attached to a six inch main and 
water was thrown o\ or :< house of four 
stories. 
Tlie first "shipment of brick 


for paving the streets recently arrived. 
It is the intention of the government to 
clean up the cities ;iml put them in a 
modem sanitary con.lition. 


Within a year writer systems will be 


established, streets will be paved, 
swamps will be drained and modern 
houses built pretty generally through 
the canal zone, but especially in Pana- 
ma and Colon. Already 123 cart loads 
of lumber have been delivered along 
the route of the eanal for houses, and 
10,000,000 feet of linn her is on the way 
from the United States. The houses 
that are to be built for the government 
employees are to bo provided with all 
convenience-:—water, baths, screens 
etc. 
Eating houses, where properly 


cooked and prepared meals may be 
had, are also to be erected. There will 
be homes for married and single men. 


There are the greater opportunities 


for men of all profession's Where men 
know their work and are temperate 
and willing to put up with the neces- 
sary hardships the pay is at least oO 
per cent higher than m the United 
States and the opportunities for ad- 
vancement 
unlimited. 
For doctors 


especially there are great openings. 
We already have eight or nine hospi- 
tals completed and equipped, and oth- 
ers will be built as the necessity arises. 


We are to have mail service along 


the canal route. I am here now to 
purchase school supplies for forty-tvio 
schoolhouses. 
There are 1.008 chil- 


dren of school nse in the territory, and 
many more are coming. The capacity 
of the schools will be forty pupils each. 
There will be 2.".,000 American citizens 
in the territory eventually, and -n e in- 
tend to proiide proper educational fa- 
cilities for all their children. 


We want te,i< hers and men to take 


hold of the school system. I consider 
the pay we offer good. We give clerks 
$1,500 a year and homes to live in 
Where quarters are not provided 1" 
per cent of their salaries extra is al- 
lowed for p.iymg their board bills.
